‘A Dramatic Arrest 

Immediately on ‘his arrival in 
Harbin from Mukden, Yangeho was 
jcalled by the President of the C.E.- 
TR. to attend a meeting, and on 
reaching the Iatter’s house, he was| 
confronted by the Civil Administra- 
tor, General Chazz Huang-hsiang, 
who asked him whether accusations 
made against him were true, Yang- 
‘eho denied the charge, whereupon 
the Civil Administrator shouted 
out “Traitor” and at the same 
moment the members of the mili- 
tery. commission, sent by Chang- 
‘Teo-lin, entered the room and pro- 
duecd proofs of bis guilt.

INDIA’S CURRENCY 
REFORM 


‘Three Bills Gazetted to Bring 
the Gold Standard into 
Operation 

Delhi, Jan. 17. 

‘The Government of India to-day 
gazetted three important Bills 
embodying the recommendations of 
the Hilton Young Currency Com 
mission. 

‘The first Bill, aiming ot the im- 
mediate stabilization of the rupee 
in relation to. gold, proposes a rate 
jof 1/6. ‘The legal tender quality of} 
Sovereign and half-sovereign coins 
to be demonetized to enable the 
Jestablishment of a real gold bullion| 
‘standard. During the “transition| 
period and until the reserve banks} 
Take over the note issue, the Indian 
Government shall not exercise its 
option to sell gold, as it will be} 
jengaged in building up ® gold) 
reserve. 

‘The object of the sccond Bill is 
to establish a gold standard eur 
‘reney and constitute a reserve banky| 
which shall have the sole right of 
note issue for a period of 25 years 
jsobject to ronewal, with a capital of 
five erores of rupees paid up. 
‘Shareholders of the Imperial Bank 
jaf India shall be given the first} 
opportunity of subscribing but, as 
ft is, not desirable to give them a 
[preponderatng voice in deciding tt 
jeurrency policy of the reserve bank, 
{t is proposed to give the Imperial 
Bank, a8 an institution and not 
individual shareholders, the option| 
‘of subseribing 30 per ‘cent, of the 
eapital.. ‘The Central Board of the 
Ymperial Bank has expressed wil 
ingneas to recommend this proposal 
to. the shareholders. 

‘The head office of the reserve 
bank is to be in Bombay and the 
Jdirectors are to be nominated partly’ 
by the Government and  clectod 
partly by the shareholders. 

‘The Bill empowers the bank for| 
a period of five years to advance 
omy against promissory rotes of| 
Ischeduted banks, thereby helping to} 
finance industry and the movement 
of crops. 

‘The third Bill empowers the Tm- 
perial Bank of India to enter into 
Jan agreement with the reserve bank 
to conduct Government business as 
jorent of the reserve bank where the 
ntter has no branch and to open 
branches outside India, 

‘The first zonding of all three! 
Bills is likely to take place in the 
Assembly on January 25. Diver- 
gence of opinion will be mainly on 
the ratio question, regarding which 
‘a. majority of non-official memberr 
ill vote for a 1s4d. ratio.

THE IDEALISM OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH 





Dr. C, Noel Davis on Develop 
ments Since Ancient Greece: 
‘The Great Men of the Past 


Speaking before a large and dis-| 
tinguished company at a tiffin of 
the Union Club, Tuesday Dr. C. 
Noe! Davis, Commissioner of Public 
Health, took for his subject 
“Jdealism in Public Health.” He 
said that in no sphere of human life 
Jand activity was idealism more] 
‘Obvious than in thab of public} 
health, which was the science and 
fart of preventing disease, prolonz- 
ing life and promoting physical and 
mental well-being and efficiency, 
through the organized efforts of 
society for the sanitation of the 
environment, the control of com- 
‘munieable disease, the education of 
the individual in the principles and 
practice of personal hygiene, the 
Provision of medical and nursinz 
services for the early diagnosis ard 
preventive treatment of disease and 
the development of social agencies 
which would ensure to every 
individual in the community a 
wndard of living and an occupati 
fn life adequate for and compatible 
‘with the highest degree of health. 


‘Tike ideal of controlling the foress 
of Nature for the uses and purposes 
fof man, must have glimmered in 
tthe minds of our remote ancestors,

‘mon, who were in a very real 
sense" the fathers of the modern 
calth movement. The im-| 
rk of Jenner, Pasteur and 
Robert Koch heralded the golden 
axe of bacteriology.

Jesoficld Koad. This is the Institu- 
tion for the Chinese Deaf, or, in 
Chinese, Fuh Ya Hsioh’ Heico, 
founded in spirit at least by Dr. 
John Fryer, and opened in Septem- 
ber, 1926, by Mr. and Mra, G. B. 
Fryer, who are the honorary super- 
infendents, 

‘The very nature of the school 
dieates a quictness, for most of| 
the pupils, ranging in age from 9) 
to 16 years, and of both sexes, were. 
born deaf, which is synonymous 
with being’ born dumb. The deaf| 
are far more handicapped than the: 
Blind, for whom a similar institu. 
tion ‘exists in Edinburgh Road, 
known as the Institution for Chi- 
nese Blind. If the former receive 
proper training, their progress is] 
more assured than that of the bli 
but they are at the outeet sufferers 
from a peculine mental state which 
makes them suspicious and uneasy. 
Neither do they seem able to 
develop the acutencss to sensation 
for which the blind are remarkable. 
‘These points were explained by Mr. 
Fryer, who took the writer throug! 
the premises of the school, which, 
while it he» been running for threo 
months now, is practically unknown 
in Shanghai 

Tt is the object of the school to 
teach deaf children to talk, and 
Bell's Visible. Speech System is 
being used. Before opening this! 
institution, Mr, Fryer visited the), 
school for the deaf in Chefoo, which| 
‘was founded about 30 years ingo by 
Mrs, Koger Mills, the first to start| 
work for the deat in China, This 
school, therefore, offered itself as 
‘a model of the vast amount of 
progress which can bo made with 
the deaf and the so-called dumb 
when they are given proficient in 
struction,

Ancient Chinese music is very 
different. from. the modern music, 


ithe music as we know it today. 


Indeed, for. one who pretends t2 
know a little more than the casual 
observer, the differecce is rather 
distinct.’ Ancient music is said to 
have been invented-by the Emperor| 
Fa Hi in the year B.C. 2852. But 
we can hardly say that any one man 
has invented it, for itis the natural 
expression of one's admiration for 
Nature, ever since man came into 
the world.

‘very few left who can play the an- 
cient instruments, 


‘The Moct Popular Instrument 

According to the ancient book: 
music is the essence of the harmony 
existing betwoon: heaven, earth, atid 
man, ‘The harmony of the heart 
produces the harmony of the breath, 
the harmony of the breath produces 
that of the voice, and the voice is 
the emblem of the harmony existing. 
Detween heaven and earth.” Withous 
poetry it is no music at all. Music 
is divided into two different kinds, 
the ritual or sacred music, which.

‘This club isn well organized and 
fiourishing organisation, which bee 
gen in 1921, Tho annual meeting 
for 1926 yas made the occasion of 
8 partial ‘review of the last five 
year's activities by the retiring 
president of the club, Birs. R. Laur- 
enz. Reports were also given by 
the club secretary, Mra. A. Hart- 
mann, by the treasurer, Mrs. C. 
Priedemann and by Mrs. 1. Krueger, 
head of tho Civic Department, 

Of so much interest is the sturdy 
and natural growth of an organiza-

Internationa! Co-operation 

Relations with other existing or- 
ganizations for women here have 
been most friendly, especially in 
co-opesption in civic matters. At: 
the present time there are three 
members of this club on the Joint 
Committe of Women’s Organi 
ions whose object is “to foster 
all ways possible friendly inte: 
tional understanding, to aid in civic’ 
movements and to promote the wel- 
fare of women and children of all 
nationals in Shanghai.” ‘The past. 
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Gencral Federation of Women's 
‘Clubs and the interest shown by 
German women in all matters pre- 
ining to civic and charitable 
work is declared to be reaping its 
own reward in benefit and enjoy- 
ment for the individual members, 

‘Tho civil department report showed 
the activity of this branch of work. 
Since September 1921 charity ex- 
penditures were reported to” have 
been more than $27,713 and tho 
club's income during this period 
$28,150.33, leaving a substantial 
balance at the present time, Part of
